than the other of the plurality of mailboxes; storing, on the notification server, 
mailbox registration information and subscriber profile information, wherein the 
mailbox registration information includes a mailbox identifier for each of the 
plurality of mailboxes; and generating, by the notification server, a personal 
unique identifier (PUID) separate and independent of the received mailbox 
identifier and a received subscriber profile information, wherein the PUID 
provides a first mapping and a second mapping, wherein the first mapping maps 
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the mailbox identifier to the PUID, wherein the second mapping maps the 
subscriber profile information to the PUID, wherein the PUID is an intermediary 
between the mailbox identifier and the subscriber profile information via the first 
and second mapping to disassociate the mailbox identifier from being a link to 
the subscriber profile information.
